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Traders 

BUSINESSES offering out door seating will be slapped 
with a ‘sitting-out tax’ after it was re-introduced in Brid- 
port. 

Any shop which supplies customers with seating and 
tables outside their premises will be hit with the annual 
one-off £157 fee by Dorset County Council (DCC). 

The county council started licensing sitting out in 2007. 
Businesses said they last paid the fee in 2009. Before 
2007 DCC did not allow tables and chairs on the pave¬ 
ments. 

But a backlash to the ‘tax’ from Bridport traders has led 
the county to think about reviewing the fee. 

Town and district councillor Ros Kayes is set to cam¬ 
paign the county council to allow pavement seating for 
local cafes at a reduced cost because of the economy. 

She said: “This sitting out tax is simply ridiculous. In 
view of the fact that we have a summer festival on the 
way where we will be encouraging outdoor eating, this is 
particularly bad timing. 

“These licences are very expensive and I gather traders 
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feel they have been subject to something of a witch hunt. 

“Quite rightly Bridport businesses want to know what 
this money is being spent on. They need all the help they 
can get at the moment. 

“Many businesses have been asking for a reduction in 
business rates for some time now. More empty shops in 
Bridport would be a disaster.” 

Andrew Peters, from sandwich bar Get Stuffed, said it 
felt like the council was trying to put them out of busi¬ 
ness. 

He said: “I’m irate with the council because they seem 
to feel businesses in the town are a nuisance and would 
like to see us disappear. 

“This is just another tax, they are not doing anything for 
it. There’s no additional service, it’s just a straightforward 
tax. 

“I can understand a bit of regulation with regard to peo¬ 
ple putting out tables and chairs to keep the pavement 


clear but £157 to do it seems excessive to me. It’s just a 
revenue generator as for as I’m concerned and now is not 
the time for it.” 

A new business owner, who did not want to be named, 
said: “It’s scandalous they are taking more money out of 
businesses in the current economy. 

“We pay high business rates, we pay ground rent and 
then we are having to find 
more money for a license 
for chairs. 

Mike Westwood, high¬ 
ways manager at DCC, 
said: “We introduced an 
annual fee to allow traders 
to put tables and chairs on 
the highway. 

“The fee covers our in¬ 
spections and work to 
make sure tables and chairs 
are positioned safely. 

“We appreciate traders 
are concerned about the 
extra cost and will refer the 
matter to members to re-

view the fee.” 

A DCC spokesman said: “Other highway charges were 
recently reviewed and other occupation licenses were in¬ 
creased but this one has remained the same. 

“It is important that we control what items are placed 
on the highway for safety reasons and it is only right that 
the companies benefitting should cover the cost of ad¬ 
ministering this.”

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Plans for Bridport Institute 
building set to be revealed 


PLANS for the £2.4 million restoration 
of a town centre building will be un¬ 
veiled this week. 

The project to restore the Bridport Lit¬ 
erary and Scientific Institute is being 
undertaken by Bridport Area Develop¬ 
ment Trust. 

Blueprints for the Grade II listed 
building include rooms to hold meet¬ 
ings, talks and activities, a cafe and 
space for small start up businesses. 

A public consultation found that a 
mixed-use facility was the most finan¬ 
cially viable option for the building. 

The East Street building, once a key 
part of Bridport’s industrial rope mak¬ 
ing past, has stood unused for a number 
of years. 

The bid’s prospects of success have 
been strengthened by commitments of 
significant match funding by Dorset 
County Council (£300,000) and West 
Dorset District Council (£100,000). 

But the scheme relies on successfully 
gaining £1.4million of Heritage Lottery 
funding. 

The trust has spent three months 
working with the consultants appointed 
with the help of English Heritage fund¬ 
ing to develop plans and a feasibility 
study, which will be used to support a 
bid to the Heritage Lottery later this 
summer for the capital costs of restora¬ 
tion. 

But despite the latest developments in 
the project its co-ordinator, Crystal 
Johnson, said they were still at a very 
early stage and there is a long way to go 
before they could apply for final fund¬ 
ing. 

She said: “We’ve had a lot of commu-

nity support for the project so far, which 
has been fantastic, so we hope people 
will come along and see our progress 
and plans for the building.” 

Mrs Johnson was a key player in en¬ 
suring the £1.4million restoration of the 
Grade I listed Town Hall building was 
completed 

Development Trust chairman Charles 
Wild said: “This will be a substantial 
bid to the Heritage Lottery which if suc¬ 
cessful would enable us to restore this 
much-loved building and bring it back 
into community use, as well as creating 
significant local employment. 

“It is also encouraging recognition 
that the trust’s plans represent by far the 
best opportunity so far to solve a long¬ 
standing problem for the councils and 
the community. 

“We believe that reopening of the In¬ 
stitute and its restoration to educational 
and community uses which would be 
largely in line with the aims of its phil¬ 
anthropic 19th century founders will 
help to give a much-needed lift to this 
end of the town, already under way 
with the revival of the Lyric Theatre 
and the plans for the Unitarian Chapel 
in the Garden.” 

He added thanks to the county and 
district councils for their commitments 
at this stage and to Bridport Town 
Council for its generous in-kind support 
in terms of officer advice and meeting 
space.

Town council to challenge 
WDDC on St Michael's decision 

MEMBERS of Bridport Town Council are to challenge 
the district council's decision on the future of St 
Michael's Trading Estate. 

West Dorset District Council's (WDDC) planning 
committee voted six to five in support of the demo¬ 
lition of much of the town's South West quadrant 
and replace it with mixed housing and office space. 

The decision, which has been described by Brid- 
port's mayor Dave Rickard as shambolic, has faced 
controversy ever since. 

Councillor Rickard called for the decision to be 
challenged at Monday's plans committee meeting. 

He said: "The [WDDC] meeting has been referred 
to as a shambles. I think that's putting it mildly. I 
think it was one of the worst examples of democracy 
not being in action that I have ever seen. 

"It was disorganised, members of the committee 
didn't seem to know which bits they were talking 
about and when they were asked to give planning 
reasons for their decision they couldn't come up 
with any. 

"As far as I know if we councillors wish to go against 
[the advice of planning officers] we have to give rea¬ 
sons." 

WDDC Councillor Tony Frost came in for particular 
criticism for appearing to have made his decision be¬ 
fore any arguments were heard. 

Councillor Rickard said: "The motion [to approve 
the application] was called by Councillor Frost be¬ 
fore any discussion had taken place. The whole idea 
of having these meetings is that you hear all the ev¬ 
idence and then you have a discussion and then you 
come to sort of conclusion. 

"This he did by reading from a pre-written state¬ 
ment which... could well be perceived to be prede¬ 
termination. 

"The decision was unsound in both process and 
content and in our opinion we didn't get to a proper 
conclusion because the process was not proper." 

The council voted unanimously to support the 
Friends of St Michaels' request to the Secretary of 
State for Communities and Local Government to call 
the decision in for review. 

Current Secretary of State Eric Pickles recently 
courted controversy by approving an application to 
build a gas processing facility on the edge of the 
North Yorkshire Moors in spite of Ryedale District 
Council rejecting the application and in the face of 
over 10,000 signatures opposing the plans.

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Town radio station on air this September 


BRIDPORT Arts Centre’s radio project has been given 
the green light to broadcast later this year. 

Bridport FM was granted a license by national telecom¬ 
munications regulators OFCOM to broadcast from the 
Bridport Arts Centre (B AC) for a week in September. 

The pop-up radio station, whose media partner is the 
View from Bridport, was the brainchild of B AC’s learning 
coordinator Kate Wilson. She is now calling for more ma¬ 
terial to fill the seven days’ worth of broadcasting. 

She said: “It’s really exciting to get the license. Now we 
have to find programming to fill the schedule. 

“We have already held training courses on all aspects 
of broadcasting. On the back of that we have recorded 
some great stuff, such as radio plays written and per¬ 
formed by local people and songs written and performed 
by school children following a songwriting workshop for 
teachers with Billy Bragg. 

“But we still have a lot of hours to fill. We will be going 
out from 1pm to 8pm from the September 17th-23rd and 
need material to fill every minute. We are looking for peo¬ 
ple who want to get involved in any aspect of broadcast- 
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ing, from interviewing, newsreading and reporting, to 
performing and recording. 

“Lots of people have already been given training, and 
there is more to come. For example we are about to run 
a free interview training course for young people.” 

She added: “It’s about giving as many people as possi¬ 


ble the chance to be heard.” 

Bridport FM will be available on any FM radio within 
a two-mile radius of the BAC’s South Street premises, 
with the frequency to be set at a later date. 

Villages just over two miles away such as Burton Brad- 
stock and Shipton Gorge will have to wait until closer to 
the broadcast to find out if they can receive the signal. 

The interview training course for young people (aged 
15 to 25) is to be held on July 23rd and 24th between 
10:30am and 4pm.

The formal transfer of the build¬ 
ing from West Dorset District 
Council to the Development Trust 
will take place this month. 

The trust’s chairman and former 
West Bay resident Charles Wild 
said: “West Bay lacks an all- 
weather attraction and these pro¬ 
posals revive earlier ideas for a 
centre considered as part of the 
abortive regeneration plans for the 
Mound area, which were thwarted 
by Environment Agency concerns 
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in 2005-6. 

“Once the transfer of the building 
is complete we’ll be talking to peo¬ 
ple to get their ideas and start to 
shape the development of the cen¬ 
tre, which we hope could be open 
next spring.” 

A project proposal for the visitor 
centre has been developed in con¬ 
sultation with local residents, pro¬ 
posing display and interpretation 
material (including digital technol¬ 


ogy) on the history and heritage of 
one of Britain’s smallest harbours, 
and its place on the Dorset and East 
Devon World Heritage Site (Juras¬ 
sic Coast). 

Funding has been secured from 
the Dorset AONB and the Bridport 
Area Community (Car Boot Sale) 
Fund to convert the proposal into a 
business plan. 

Registered charity the Bridport 
Area Development Tmst was set up 
in 2009 with the aim of delivering 
community projects in Bridport 
and the surrounding area of West 
Dorset. 

The Trust aims to help deliver 


some of the community projects 
and aspirations identified through 
public consultation by the Bridport 
Local Area Partnership (BLAP).

Broadband deadline fears 


FEARS the Government will miss 
its own deadline to provide su¬ 
perfast broadband for 90 percent 
of rural areas by 2015 has been 
sounded by the County Land and 
Business Association (CLA). 

The rural champions fear the 
Broadband Delivery UK process is 
too bureaucratic and the alloca¬ 
tion of the £530million funding 


too slow. 

The CLA and National Farmers 
Union are engaged in talks to pro¬ 
duce a national broadband 
wayleave agreement which will 
create a more stable platform for 
those infrastructure providers 
willing to develop superfast 
broadband networks in rural 
areas. 
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All income generated 
by the scheme will be 
shared between the 
company and the 
county council. 

A spokesman for the 
company said they were 
looking to clear safety 
concerns on other Brid¬ 
port roundabouts be¬ 
fore using them for the 
scheme. 

DCC's cabinet agreed 
in May that roundabout 
sponsorship was a way 
of helping supplement 
reducing budgets while 
giving businesses high- 
profile opportunities to 
promote themselves. 

Peter Finney, Cabinet 
member for Highways 
and Transportation, has 
been an advocate of 
roundabout sponsor¬ 
ship as a way of reduc¬ 
ing the effects of limited 
budgets. 

He said: "I am very 
pleased that our round¬ 
abouts are going to be 
used in this way. 

"Companies get an ex¬ 
cellent chance to pro¬ 
mote themselves, the 
maintenance of our 
roundabouts will be en¬ 
hanced and the local 
taxpayer will get better 
value for money." 

Joanne Woodward, op¬ 
erations director of the 
Felixstowe-based Mar¬ 
keting Force, said: "Mar¬ 
keting Force is delighted 
to be working in part¬ 
nership with Dorset 
County Council on its 
countywide roundabout 
sponsorship pro¬ 

gramme. 

"The start of the Dorset 
scheme increases our 
portfolio of sites in the 
South West significantly." 

The county council has 
set standards for the size 
and type of signs that 
will be permitted on 
roundabouts and will re¬ 
tain the overall power of 
approval for sponsor¬ 
ship sites, designs and 
enhancement proposals.

HE WAS born in an Irish workhouse in 1881 and 
died in Connecticut in 1972, aged 90. Padraic 
Colum was a dramatist, novelist, poet and bi¬ 
ographer. He was also a co-founder of the 
Abbey Theatre in Dublin and a friend of James 
Joyce. His first book of verse came out in 1907 
and included this poem. 

AN OLD WOMAN OF THE ROADS 

O, to have a little house! 

To own the hearth and stool and all! 

The heaped up sods upon the fire, 

The pile of turf against the wall! 

To have a clock with weights and chains 
And pendulum swinging up and down! 

A dresser filled with shining delph, 
Speckled and white and blue and brown! 

I could be busy all the day 
Clearing and sweeping hearth and floor, 
And fixing on their shelf again 
My white and blue and speckled store! 

I could be quiet there at night 
Beside the fire and by myself, 

Sure of a bed and loth to leave 
The ticking clock and the shining delph! 

Och! but I'm weary of mist and dark, 

And roads where there's never a house nor bush, 
And tired I am of bog and road, 

And the crying wind and the lonesome hush! 


And I am praying to God on high, 

And I am praying Him night and day, 

For a little house—a house of my own — 

Out of the wind's and the rain's way. 

In 1909 James Joyce praised this next verse of 
Colum's with the comment, "I couldn't have 
written that." 

ACROSS THE DOOR 

The fiddles were playing and playing, 

The couples were out on the floor; 

From converse and dancing he drew me, 

And across the door. 

Ah! strange were the dim, wide meadows, 
And strange was the cloud-strewn sky, 

And strange in the meadows the corncrakes, 
And they making cry! 

The hawthorn bloom was by us, 

Around us the breath of the south — 
white hawthorn, strange in the night-time — 
His kiss on my mouth! 

Let's finish with a bit of whimsy from Wendy 
Cope. I recognise myself in this verse. I don't 
like to be bored but I don't mind being boring. 

BEING BORING 

If you ask me 'What's new?', I have nothing to say 
Except that the garden is growing. 

I had a slight cold but its better today. 


I'm content with the way things are going. 
Yes, he is the same as usually is, 

Still eating and sleeping and snoring. 

I get on with my work. He gets on with his. 

I know this is all very boring. 

There was drama enough in my turbulent past: 
Tears and passion - I've used up a tankful. 

No news is good news, and long may it last. 

If nothing much happens, I'm thankful. 

A happier cabbage you never did see, 

My vegetable spirits are soaring. 

If you're after excitement, steer well clear of me. 

I want to go on being boring. 

I don't go to parties. Well, what are they for, 

If you don't need to find a new lover? 

You drink and you listen and drink a bit more 
And you take the next day to recover. 
Someone to stay home with was all my desire 
And, now that I've found a safe mooring, 

I've just one ambition in life: I aspire 
To go on and on being boring.

STARTING next, Sunday, July 8th, there 
will be a series of weekly Sunday After¬ 
noon Concerts at 3.30pm in the parish 
church of St Michael the Archangel, Lyme 
Regis. As an added bonus, audiences will 
be able to enjoy cream tea next door in 
the Parish Hall either before or after the 
concerts. These free events have been 
arranged by the Lyme Regis Organ 
School, and retiring collections will sup¬ 
port the School and also the Lyme Regis 
Organ Appeal. 

Several of the concerts will feature the 
magnificent new organ in Lyme Regis, 
but there will also be many other types of 
music. Pianists, singers and instrumental¬ 
ists will take part at various times, and one 
concert will be devoted to classical North 
Indian music played on sitar and tabla 
(July 29th). At some concerts local musi¬ 
cians will be playing, including Alex 
and Alison Davies (July 15th), Nick Brown 
(August 5th) and Sarah and Linda Nichol¬

The inaugural concert next Sunday July

His 
programme in Lyme Regis will be wide- 
ranging, from early music by Couperin 
and Bach to contemporary composers. It 
is guaranteed be a terrific demonstration 
of the Skrabl organ.

THE Chris Corcoran Trio play an exciting and eclectic 
mix of instrumental music covering Blues, Jazz, Latin, 
Funk and Rock'n'Roll styles. The trio all cut their teeth 
and earned reputations on the London Blues scene and 
are now considered top players in their field. Instru¬ 
mental dynamite, and very danceable! 

The trio have appeared at the International Guitar Fes¬ 
tival of Great Britain, and Bridport Arts Centre are de¬ 
lighted that Chris could fit in an appearance en route 
to the UK Boogie Woogie Festival where he'll be provid¬ 
ing the house band for major European acts.

one session, with a few additional overdubs, the CD has 
a unique vibe and style Pipeline Magazine's review of 
the album said'there's much to delight the guitar purist 
here'. 

Chris's unique tone and style come from years of per¬ 
forming with his beaten up old Broadway guitar 
equipped with extra thick flatwound strings that make 
most other guitar players weep. The sound and feel of 
his playing also lends itself to film and TV soundtracks; 
he has composed the theme to a cartoon show cur¬ 
rently in development, plus recorded at the National 
Film and TV School. 

In his trio Chris is ably accompanied by Jamie 
Lawrence on bass and Rob Pokorny on drums. 

Jamie Lawrence is one of the busiest upright bass 
players in the country. After learning the ropes from his 
Dad (also a bass player who recorded with Dusty 
Springfield) Jamie's name is usually on the band list for 
most of the London Blues scene's most exciting bands. 
He also works with the very funky Jetricks who are 
signed to Legere Records and has made a number of 
TV appearances, most recently in the BBC drama 'Call 
The Midwife'. 

Rob Pokorny is one of London's up and coming stars. 
His unique feel and style of drumming has ensured he 
is one of the busiest and most called upon drummers 
of his generation. 2011 saw Rob nominated in the 
British Blues Awards Best Drummer category.

WOODROFFE students are in for an end-of-term 
double treat in Lyme Regis on Saturday, July 14th 
when their headmaster Dr Richard Steward steps 
out of his study to add sax appeal as the school's'IT 
fairy godmother'gets onstage to do her night job. 

The award-winning Head, under whose steward¬ 
ship the school has become one of the West Coun¬ 
try's finest, will be letting his hair down at the 
Woodmead Halls when he joins the country rock 
band of Woodroffe's popular computer-fixer, staff 
member Mary Ball. 

For one night only, Dr Steward will be playing sax¬ 
ophone in Mary's Pure Dirt Band at the launch party 
for her album 'All The Way'. 

Mary, who performs under the stage name Mary 
Land, will be swapping her IT lab technician's coat 
for cowboys boots and a Stetson as she and her 
Lyme-based band perform the album which has al¬ 
ready been hailed as a YouTube hit with fans from 
the USA. 

"I'm thrilled to be playing a gig with the Head,"said 
Mary, "He's a great musician and I hope lots of 
Woodroffe students will come and see this other 
side of him-and learn what I do in my night job." 

Pure Dirt Band guitarist Gordon 'Nomad' Smith, 
who produced the 7-track album which is winning 
rave comparisons with Fleetwood Mac, added: "I've 
been in and around the music business for all of my 
life and I'd say Richard Steward is one of the best sax¬ 
ophonists in the South West. He's a really good 
player and the audience can look forward to a treat." 

The Pure Dirt Band are all from the West 
Dorset/East Devon area: Mary Ball, Nomad Smith 
and drummer John Hallettare from Lyme Regis, bass 
guitarist Ade Taylor is from Axminster and lead 
guitarist Phil Birkhead is from Colyford. 

The album launch party, which starts at 7.30 pm, 
is also attracting the 'big guns' of Lyme, with at 
least three former mayors of the town attending 
- plus the current Mayor, Sally Holman, in full re¬ 
galia. 

Among the highlights of the show will be the 
Uplyme Morris Men ditching their traditional ac¬ 
cordion and fiddle accompaniment to dance to 
the electric guitar of sound one of the upbeat 
album's tracks. 

Another reason for the excitement over Mary's 
album is that the single - the title track All The 
Way - has been officially named Lyme's Song Of 
Summer 2012 by Lyme Regis Radio, which will be 
broadcasting the launch show live on the Net. 

The very catchy single's pre-release promo on 
YouTube has won a wave of praise from YouTu- 
bers all over the world, especially in Country-lov¬ 
ing USA. 


"It's Lyme's 21 st Century answer to the West Coast 
Sound," said New York musician Bill Bernstein. 

"I'd give it No.1 for the song and the band," wrote 
Colorado resident Christopher Makris. 

"This song is brilliant, awesome and inspiring, I just 
love it," wrote Washington State teacher Delia War¬ 
ren. 

"It's excellent, very Fleetwood Mac,"said Californian 
artist Caroline Ryall. 

Locally, the video has had more than 600 hits on 
YouTube and praise galore. 

"It's one of the best songs I've ever heard from a 
Devon and Dorset band," said Andy Cable, the vet¬ 
eran musician and owner of Axminster's Axe Music 
shop. 

The July 14th concert is being held on Bastille Day 
as a nod of thanks to top French Canadian band 
Mosquito B, who are diverting from their European 
tour itinerary in order to make the date with Mary at 
the Woodmead Halls. 

"Mosquito B met Mary some years ago and they 
are big fans of her music," said a spokesman for the 
Quebec-based band,"They are making a special trip 
to Lyme Regis just to perform at her show." 

To cement Lyme's inter-continental link on the 
night, the entire concert will be simulcast live to an 
English theme pub in Quebec which is the local of 
Mosquito B lead singer Dan Louis Moisan. 

The Pure Dirt Band's Mr Smith added: "The launch 
party is set to be one of the best night's of Lyme's al- 
ready-busy summer. I shouldn't be surprised if 
everybody gets up on stage for a finale with Mary 
and the band - Mosquitoes, morrismen, mayors and 
masters!"

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House sales "a reverse pyramid" says housing spokesman 


AS a member of the National Association of Estate 
Agents, Gordon & Rumsby are kept up-to-date with 
regular industry newsletters and forums. Changes in 
legislation affecting the housing market are reported 
immediately and the NAEA run monthly surveys 
amongst members to keep track on the ever-changing 
housing market. Richard Copus is the West Country Re¬ 
gional Executive for the National Association of Estate 
Agents and recently published the following editorial. 
This sums up the trend that we are seeing at Gordon & 
Rumsby this year and so decided to share this piece 
with readers. I hope you find it interesting. 

Julie Gordon 

Richard Copus, West Country Regional, says that 
the housing market has turned into a 'reverse pyra¬ 
mid'which is the main factor influencing slow house 
sales. 

"The normal housing market, which we have 
known for decades, revolves around young, first 
time buyers stepping onto the housing ladder for 
the first time and moving up that ladder as years 
progress. First time buyers have traditionally formed 


the bedrock of the market. That situation now is to¬ 
tally reversed. 

With first timers like needles in haystacks and an 
increasingly ageing population, the pyramid has 
been reversed. We are now seeing the general trend 
in house sales as top downwards rather than bot¬ 
tom up. Indeed, it can be said that the market really 
hasgone'bottom up'! This puts pressure on the top 
end of the market and on house values." 

Richard emphasises that this is not a life-changing 
situation, but it needs a rethink from estate agents 
and house sellers on how they should value and 
market their homes. 

"The reassuring trend over the last 3 years is that 
house prices have remained relatively stable with 
only small ups and downs. The problem at the mo¬ 
ment is lack of buyers. Government statistics indi¬ 
cate that residential housing transactions are down 
60% from their recent peak in 2007. Down here in 
the West Country it is more like a half full pint pot. 

The pot is half full, rather than half empty, because 
there is still a slow but steady influx of people relo¬ 
cating from our increasingly congested metropoli¬

tan areas and many older people retire down here. 
Generally speaking, they are selling considerably 
higher value properties and are prepared to pay for 
a better lifestyle and environment. What we don't 
have are thirty-something's on increased incomes 
itching to buy larger houses and twenty-some¬ 
thing's with mortgages filling the gap." 

"The result of these trends means that property 
values are unlikely to decrease substantially over the 
next few years, but they are unlikely to go up either. 
It would only need a small increase in first time 
buyer lending or employment confidence amongst 
young families to fuel housing demand, but neither 
of these is likely to happen in the foreseeable future. 
So it continues to be important not to overvalue 
houses when they are put up for sale." 

"Put your house on the market at more than a few 


per cent above market value and you are likely to 
end up selling it for less than you otherwise would. 
How is this? The buyers are out there but they are 
very money conscious. Many of them are living in 
rented accommodation where they have been for 6 
months or even 2 years. Looking for specific houses 
in specific price ranges and locations, they know val¬ 
ues to the tee. If they see something they like the 
look of they won't mess about. It is surprising how 
many properties sell at or within 1 per cent of their 
asking prices. What they won't do is waste time 
looking at overvalued homes and there are a lot out 
there. The result is that overvalued houses don't get 
viewers, go stale, and end up selling at depressed 
prices when the owners eventually decide that they 
have had enough."

Russian threat to Blake's golden chances 


DESPITE beating his own world record in the 800m, 
Dorchester's Paul Blake was beaten into third place in 
last week's IPC Athletics European Championships at 
Stadskaanal in Holland. 

Although trimming 1.21 secs off his world record of 
2:08:02, the 22-year-old from Charlton Down was 
beaten into bronze position by a new Russian athlete 
Evgenii Shvetcov who won in 2:05:03, and old rival 
Artem Arefyev who clocked 2:06:19. 

The 24-year-old Soviet making his first appearance 
on the international scene, also denied Blake gold in 
the 400m, beating the fastest time in the world this 
year set by Blake only two weeks ago, with Arefyev 
third. 

However Blake is in no way disheartened by the re¬ 
sults and believes it will only spur him on to better 
things. 

Speaking exclusively with View Sport he said: "It was 
a really good championship's. Shetchov was new to 
me; I have never heard of him before; but I am not 
fazed by him, it only makes me want to try harder." 

Despite being beaten by the two Russians in the 
800m, Blake is in good spirits. He is pleased with the 
way he is running; lengthening his stride and achiev¬ 


ing a level of relaxation that he wasn't able to find pre¬ 
viously. 

"Arefyev is great competition, and he is still very 
much in the picture, but Shvetcov means more com¬ 
petition and that spurs me on. I couldn't have done 
anymore that I did last week, and was beaten by 
someone who was better on the day. 

"However I won't be changing my training in any 
way, I will keep doing what I am doing and hopefully 
get quicker. I believe there is more in me, and I will 
continue to work hard, and hopefully stay injury free." 

He feels now that he can go faster and just needs to 
concentrate on leg strength. "The Russians are much 
taller and stronger than me. I think that's what made 
the difference in the final 60m. 

"There is work to do but I've got eight weeks and I'm 
really looking forward to it.The races are becoming re¬ 
ally exciting now that there are three of us within 
touching distance of each other." 

Blake's next competition is the McCain Birmingham 
Games on 8th July when he will be running the 400m 
and 800m,with Blake having already mettheTeam GB 
standard times, expecting to officially be named in the 
Team GB Paralympic team the following day.
